City 
and County Superintendents:

McAlester, Ok., Aug. 19.—Tunneling 
under the ground from a pile of de­ 
bris and wood to the prison wall, a 
distance of 35 feet, Thomas Flint and 
Charley Smith, convicts in the Okla­ 
homa penitentiary were within six 
feet of exit and two hours of freedom 
when discovered by D. C. (Pat) Oates, 
Saturday afternoon. 
'Within the prison walls is a pile 
of debris that has accumulated from 
the construction of 
buildings, 
and 
timber that has been taken from farm 
clearings. It is used in the furnaces 
o fthe bakery ovens, and is sawed and 
cut as needed by the older or crip­ 
pled convicts that cannot do heavy 
work. The pile is about the size of 
a five or six room house and about 
the same height. 
The two convicts, Flint and Smith 
worked a way through 
a tortuous 
course, pulling out sticks here, saw­ 
ing off others there until they could 
crawl to the center of the pile. 
They started a tunnel from that 
point, and after three weeks’ work 
were about to be rewarded by liberty 
when discovered. 
Tools and implements 
for 
doing 
the work had been secreted in the 
debris pile, and being entirely pro­ 
tected from view they carried on their 
wor^ after' perflorming their daily 
tasks which occupied but three or 
four hours. 
One of the men did the digging in 
the tunnel, putting the dirt in a box 
to which a rope made by tearing up 
old clothing was attached, and by the 
rope the dirt was dragged 
to 
the 
mouth of the tunnel, and with his 
hands the one on the outside threw' 
it into the 
openings, 
among 
the 
sticks, boards and timbers that make 
up the pile. 
Each of the convicts had secreted 
in the “den” an extra pair of over­ 
alls and shirts, so that the fresh dirt 
and mud never appeared on their 
clothing w’hen they came out. 
• • For three weeks these men had 
crept undiscovered through the nar­ 
row' opening that led to their “work­ 
shop” and undisturbed burrowed in 
the ground on their way to freedom. 
They carefully timbered the tunnel 
with boards and pieces of timber tak­ 
en from the pile of debris, under cov­ 
er of which they were working. 
Their calculations were correct and 
they had gone down deep enough to 
get under the base of tbe wall. They 
had reached a point even with the 
prison wall Saturday when discovered 
and it was their intention to push 
the tunnel the necessary six feet to 
daylight yesterday, when allowed the 
Sunday liberty of tbe prison yard. 
Had they reached the outside of 
the walls, they could have walked off 
over the farm undisturbed for the 
guards, not looking for men outside 
the walls on Sunday night only by 
merest chance would 
have 
noticed 
them. 
Had they given the information to 
a hundred others, a wholesale deliv­ 
ery might successfully have been ac­ 
complished.

Quite a number oi business men 
turned out Monday evenins and held 
a conference with F. J. Meek, the im­ 
migration commissioner of the East­ 
ern Oklahoma Agricultural Associa­ 
tion, and after the matter was fully 
presented voted to form a temporary 
organization and make an effort to 
effect a strong county organization 
embracing every s<^ool district. The 
temporary officers elected were L. C. 
Lindsey, president; J. D. Rinard, vice 
president, and A. L. Kennedy, secre­ 
tary. 
Today the following letter outlining 
the j;>lan for the organization and set­ 
ting date for same was sent to the 
various schools districts of the coun­ 
ty: 
Ada, Okla., Aug. 19, 1913.

At a meeting called at the City Hall 
to effect a temporary organization of 
a Pontotoc County Branch 
of 
the 
Eastern Oklahoma Agricultural 
As­ 
sociation, the undersigned were elect- 
ad temporary officers to serve until 
September 2nd, when permanent or­ 
ganization will be perfeoted, and in­ 
structed by the meeting to appoint 
the school officers of each school dis 
trict and to ask them to call a meet­ 
ing of the people of their district at 
the school house Friday night, Aug­ 
ust 29th, to organize a community 
club and select delegates to repre­ 
sent the district at the meeting Sep­ 
tember 2nd. 
At your meeting. Friday night, Aug­ 
ust 29th, you will be expected to elect 
a president, vice president and secre­ 
tary, who will constitute your execu­ 
tive committee and to select one or 
more delegates to attend the meeting 
at Ada, September 2. 
The president of your community 
club will be your representative on 
the County Board of Control, which 
will manage the 
business 
of 
the 
County Branch, thus giving each dis­ 
trict of the County equal voice in the 
management. 
The purpose of the 'Eastern Okla­ 
homa Agricultural Association is to 
increase farm 
production, 
improve 
market facilities for farm producU 
and to increase farm population. The 
community clubs will meet not less 
than once each month to discuss farm 
topics exchange experience with one 
another and to study methods w’hich 
have increased crop yield. Practical 
farmers who have been conspicuous­ 
ly successful in the line under dis­ 


cussion for the evening will be in­ 
vited to discuss with the Club the 
methods by which they have attain­ 
ed their success. Through the Club, 
market conditions can be improved, 
the social life of the community made 
more pleasant, and the work of the 
Federal Farm Demonstration Agent 
can be made much more effective. 
Will you not meet with the other 
school officers of your district at 
once and divide up your district so 
that you can personally urge every 
one in your district to attend the 
meeting at your school house Friday 
night, August 29th? Have the meet­ 
ing announced as generally as pos­ 
sible, use the telephone to remind 
them to make an effort to have a rep­ 
resentative attendance of your peo­ 
ple. Speakers representing the East­ 
ern Oklahoma Agricultural Associa­ 
tion will attend the meeting at Ada, 
at 2 p. rn.. September 2nd, to explain 
the purposes of the organization more 
fully. Please be sure to have your 
district represented by one or more 
delegates and help to make Pontotoc 
one of the most progressive counties 
of the state. 
Kindly notify the secretary of the 
delegates selected or address him if 
you desire further information or help 
in organizing your community club.

NO leiCE FOUND 


OF HARRY THAW 


New York, Aug. 18.—Sundown to­ 
night marked the thirty-six hour of 
Harry K. Thaw’s freedom and the 
police of the United States and Cana­ 
da had not picked up his trail. They 
seek him, not as the slayer of Stan­ 
ford White, or as an escaped luiiati<^ 
but on a warrant issued at Pough­ 
keepsie'today charging him with con­ 
spiring with the aged keeper, How­ 
ard Barnum, and the five men who 
are declared to have managed the 
asylum delivery. On such a technical­ 
ity does New York State base its 
hope of bringing about the fugitive’s 
return. Both factions of the double- 
barreled Government at Albany have 
promised rigid investigation and the 
exertion of every effort to bring 
about his capture. 
'Thaw’s seclusion today and tonight 
was absolute. Out of the cloud of dust 
which swirled in the wake of the 
black automobile bearing him and his 
liberators from Matteawan 
Sunday 
morning, nothing tangible had come 
except a laconic letter from Thaw 
himself, assuring his aged mother in 
New York that he desired rest and 
would in due time Join her at the 
Thaw country placd. Elmhurst, al 
Cresson, Pa. In obedience to this plan 
Mrs. Thaw purposes to start for Cres­ 
son tomorrow morning. 
Happy, girlish almost, in her joy, 
Mrs. Thaw exhibited 
the 
hastily 
scrawled note from the son, whose 
escapades have cost the family ll,000- 
000, and added that whatever Harry 
did would meet with her approval. 
This, in view of his announced in­ 
tention of entering Pennsylvania, gave 


basis to the belief that Thaw WM 
proposing to take his case before the 
courts of that state and, relying on 
the kink in American laws relative 
to the insane charged with no crime, 
to oppose extradition and duplicate in 
Pennsylvania, if possible, the course 
of John Armstrong Chaloner in Vir­ 
ginia. 
It was in anticipation of such a 
move that the New York authorities 
caused the warrant to be sworn out 
at Poughkeepsie. Conspiracy, accord­ 
ing to the District Attorney of Dutch­ 
ess County, constitutes an extradit­ 
able offense. 
Close friends of the family indi­ 
cated tonight that the groundwork 
of a legal fight in Pennsylvania had 
already been laid. Dr. Britton D. 
Evans, the alienist who testified in 
Thaw’s behalf at the murder trials, 
held a telephone conference with Mrs. 
Thaw this afternoon and it was said 
that he would 
accompany 
her 
to 
Pennsylvania tomorrow. There are to 
be conferences with counsel and mean 
time it is understood Thaw is to re­ 
main in hiding.
